served in Htissia as a day of rest. 
The Russians had not been anxious 
for a session Sunday and in the morn­ 
ing the Japanese took the initiative 
and through the intermediary of Mr 
Peirce it was decided to postpone the 
sitting until Monday. 
The situation, 
therefore, remains the same. 
It would perhaps not be too much 
to say that tile general feeling is more 
hopeful in spite 
of open predictions 
made by personages connected with 
both sides of the negotiations that be­ 
fore next Sunday t h e plenipotentiaries 
will reach an impasse where a rupture 
will become inevitable. This pessimis­ 
tic view is based upon the fact that 
so far as known the two great bar­ 
rier;- to an agreem ent—indemnity and 
Sakhalin—remain as high and insur­ 
mountable as ever. 
The real struggle is only postponed. 
The main problems are no nearer so- 
1 ulion than when the plenipotentiaries 
met.

Outside Influences at Work. 


An intimation comes 
from a high 
source that very strong 
outside in­ 
fluences are at work 
on both sides 
and that for the moment the effort is 
to gain 
time. 
The plan 
of having 
Russia 
practically 
satisfy 
J a p a n s 
claim of reimbursement for the cost of 
the war by the purchase of the Japa­ 
nese military evacuation of Sakhalin 
continues to 
be advanced. 
Such a 
solution would permit Russia to say 
she had paid 
neither indemnity nor 
ceded a foot of territory. 
The debate in Saturday’s conference 
over the first condition—the recogni­ 
tion 
of Jap an ’s “preponderating 
in­ 
fluence’’ 
over Korea, involving 
her 
right to control the administration of 
the 
Hermit Kingdom, use 
the lit­ 
toral for strategic purposes, etc.—was 
of a remarkable 
character. 
Indeed, 
the position taken by M. W itte was 
sensational in the extreme. His at­ 
titude reveals plainly the Russian tac­ 
tics. 
They propose to raise before the 
world 
the 
spectre 
of the 
“yellow 
peril.” 
Russia claims 
that Japan’s 
present purpose is to get a foothold 
on the Asiatic continent from which 
to 
extend 
her influences 
and do­ 
minion. 
M. W itte made no objection, but he 
declared that the words “prepondorat 
lug influence” did 
not adequately de­ 
scribe what Japan proposed to do, 
and 
he insisted that the

understand it in about ten years, when 
it is too late. 
To tills 
argument Paron 
Komura 
dissented most vigorously, although 
in the most friendly manner, contend­ 
ing that Japan on! 
sought to secure 
for herself in Korea the commercial 
and industrial position to which she 
was entitled and to aid in its civiliza­ 
tion and development as well as to 
protect the kingdom from adm inistra­ 
tive anarchy. 
The fact that the Korean question 
ahould be the first to be discussed in 
the peace conSeren o is strangely fit­ 
ting, as it was ov r 
Korea that the 
long 
struggle 
between Russia 
and 
Japan which culminated in the pres­ 
ent bloody war 
began. 
Ever since 
Japan was forced out of Port Arthur 
and Liaotung in I SH5. Korea has been 
the bone of contention between Japan 
and Russia 
and Japan has 
always 
been suspicious of Russian encroach­ 
ment. 
At last the continued occupa­ 
tion of Manchuria by Russia and the 
Vain 
lumber 
concessions 
induced 
Japan to try to come to a definite set­ 
tle rnent with Russia in the negotia­ 
tions preceding the war. 
They proved 
futile a n i in the Japanese imperial 
rescript declaring war. the emperor of 
Japan said: 
“The safetv of Korea is 
in danger. 
The interests of the em­ 
pire are menaced.” 
Now. by a sort of Inexorable logic, 
the fate of Korea comes up at Ports­ 
mouth for final settlement.

The thirty-seven were un­ 
fortunate enough to I <• on the last train 
to the west that ran through Calcasieu. 
They were turned hack 
t the farther 
side and shipped into Ne ' Orleans. 
Here 
these Chinamen, 
hound 
for 
China on the through freight, so to 
speak, were forced to buy extra tickets 
to SE Louis and ship thence to the P a­ 
cific slope. 
There was absolutely no 
otiler way for them to go. Their inter­ 
preter si »ont one whole afternoon ex­ 
plaining tile situation to them, and they 
thereupon 
proceeded 
to 
tackle 
the 
Southern Pac!tic for their transconti­ 
nental fare, which th ey obtained. 
One man started from New Orleans 
to see his wife on the Mississippi 
coast. 
There was a seven day deten­ 
tio n rule against him, and. time being 
worth more than money to him, he 
went to Chicago, then to Atlanta ati^ 
then took train for Biloxi. 
He was 
asked for the certificate showing that 
he had been away from an Infected 
point for seven days. 
The certificate 
was not f irtheomirig, and under mili­ 
tary guard he was shipped back to 
New orleans. 
A landlord owning a row of cheap 
tenements where a tire had destroye I 
the old buildings made the following 
report to the United^States marine hos­ 
pital authorities: 
“A good tenant of mine failed t i 
show up to pay his rent the other 
day,” he said, "and as I was coming 
down here on business I dropped Into 
the row to see what was the matter. 
I went into his place, saw no one 
about, went back to the rear room and 
finally caught sight of some women In 
the areaway. 
"They did not notice me or answer 
when I asked for Tony. 
Then I saw 
bim stretched nrrt on ti mangy 
blankets in a storage room opening on 
the areaway, dead, uncovered, with 
the flies and mosquitoes hovering and 
crawling over him.”

The difference between the total num­ 
ber of voters and the number of votes 
cast is attributable to absentees, such 
as sailors abroad and others who are 
out of the country at present.

The next official

will be taken after 
the stor­ 
thing meets on Aug. 21, when the re­ 
sult of the plebiscite will be communi­ 
cated to Sweden through the Swedish 
t aliner and the riksdag.

thing will repeat the request that the 
riksdag declare the riksakt inopera­

dissolved.

Doubtful 
About 
Calling One of Congress. 
Oyster Day, N. 
Y., Aug. 14.—Not­ 
withstanding the more or leas definite 
announcement which 
has emanated 
from various sources during the past 
few months, 
congress may 
not be 
called into extraordinary session next 
November. 
Indeed, 
the 
indications 
are now that no extraordinary session 
will be held this year. 
This statement is made on the au­ 
thority of President 
Roosevelt him­ 
self. 
He has not decided the ques­ 
tion definitely yet and probably will 
not reach a determination of it until 
he shall have returned to Washington 
the latter 
part of September. 
The 
chances of an extraordinary session 
appear, however, to be fading. 
Strong pressure is being brought to 
bear upon the president to induce him 
to call an exmt-session. 
So mucb- 
interest lnvs been manifested in the 
subject throughout the country that 
the president has received a large num­ 
ber of letters regarding it. Many sena­ 
tors and representatives have urged 
against an extra session. 
They point 
out that practically 
nothing will be 
gained by an extra session that will 
begin not. more than three weeks be­ 
fore the opening of the regular long 
session, and that it will cause some 
inconvenience to many 
members of 
congress in both branches. 
Taking 
these things 
into consideration, the 
president has reserved a definite de­ 
lusion of the matter, the chances, as 
noted, being that the session will not 
lie called. 
Last spring it was the president’s 
idea to issue at the proper time a call 
for an extraordinary session of con­ 
gress to lie held in October for the 
purpose of enacting, if possible, rail­ 
road rate legislation. 
Incidentally, it 
was expected that some recommenda­ 
tions might be made by the president 
regarding proposed changes in the ex­ 
isting tariff law.

It Is not expensive, aud, best of all, 
there is no doubt of its popularity. Al­ 
ready the question has been raised, 
"W hat will the minister do when the 
warm weather is past?” Tile Rev. Se- 
maus smiles aud says nothing, but it is 
easy to infer that he has something in 
mind, though he is apparently not 
crossing his bridges until he comes to 
them. But, following the precedent set 
by the resourceful divine, it may be 
expected that when the cold and blus­ 
tery days of winter come and through 
the "contrariness” of the furnace which 
cannot be replaced because money is 
needed elsewhere or because of tile 
negligence of the Janitor the church is 
as cold as a barn, hot coffee or choco­ 
late may be the incentive for church 
attendance.

Though a com­ 
paratively young man, be has been in 
the ministry for about ten years, hav­ 
ing entered the profession soon after 
his graduation from Depauw univer­ 
sity.

ELECTRIC BAIT FOR FISH.

The New York aquarium, which is 
the largest and best equipped institu­ 
tion of its kind in the world, obtains 
Its supplies of tropical fishes from the 
waters of Bermuda. 
Some of the rar­ 
est and most beautiful species are ex­ 
ceedingly hard to catch, persistently 
refusing to take a bait, and on this ac­ 
count it has beou found necessary to 
resort to a very novel and ingenious 
expedient to effect their capture, an 
electrical contrivance which serves to 
stun the coveted specimen and reduce 
it to helplessness until it can be made 
a prisoner. 
The device I ti question consists In 
part of a sum ll and compact storage 
battery which is held In a leather 
pouch beneath the arm of the opera­ 
tor, who wades as quietly as possible 
through the shallows and invades, with 
as little disturbance as may be, pools 
among the rocks. 
He carries a long 
handled dip net, to the handle of which 
a wire is attached. 
On the end of the 
wire is fastened a small percussion 
cap of the kind used for exploding 
dynamite cartridges. It is the bursting 
of the cap that is relied upon to stun 
the fish.

old driving park, Messrs. Bum, Hartley, 1 
et a1, have started a drill in search of 
iron. This land is a part of the Swartz 
farm and while Brainerd people did not 
make a success of the race track, those 
back of the drilling hope to do better | 
with iron. 
“If iron is found on this land, it may 
run under homes, stores and vacant lots 
right within the limits of Brainerd and 
then on down into Morrison county. 
Prospectors have told me, to o , that some 
rather favorable formations show up in 
Morrison county. 
“Fifteen or eighteen years, ago, there 
was a small iron boom in Brainerd and 
a shaft was sunk near where drilling 
now is in progress. 
It was a little too 
far to one side, it is thought, and water, 
lack of nerve and cash, possiby, stopped 
operations before anything very encour­ 
aging was found. 
“Pickands Mather A Co., are busily 
engaged in sinking a working shaft on 
the southeast quarter of section 8-45-29. 
where nine drill holes were put down t 
last winter and spring with satisfactory 
results. 
“A 40-horse power boiler has been en­ 
closed and a substantial shaft house 
erected. Steam hoist and pump are em­ 
ployed and a very substantial shaft is 
now down fifty feet. 
It is a double com­ 
partment shaft 8x12 feet in the clear, 
and heavy squared timbers, with iron 
gangers, have been used. 
“Thus far the shaft has gone through 
a blue clay hardpan, with no quicksand. 
It is expected that solid rock will be 
encountered at a depth of sixty or sev­ 
enty feet. At present twenty men are 
employed. 
“It is proposed to sink to a depth of at ■ 
least 150 feet, cross-cut the formation 
and then take out several carloads of 
ore for furnace tests. 
“The Northern Pacific Railroad com­ 
pany is working four drills under con­ 
tract with Cole & McDonald. 
One 
working in section 3-45-29 has struck 
ore but information as to details is not 
at hand 
“A second drill in the southwest part 
of section 36-40-29 was started in the 
foot wall and while no ore was encoun­ 
tered a 
very strong formation was 
shown. 
Work is in progress there still. 
“A third drill is at work for the North­ 
ern Pacific in the northwesterly part of 
section 21-46-28, near Reno lake, and al­ 
most in sight of the summer home of E. 
T. Buxton, a Superior banker. The first 
hole was started about five weeks ago t 
and ore was encountered at a depth of 
something over IOO feet. The drill is 
now down 300 feet, bottomed in ore, 
thus giving nearly 300 feet of ore at the 
present time. 
Work by Mr. Adam's 
company, close by, shows that the ore 
body is at least IOO feet wide. 
•The fourth drill working on North­ 
ern Pacific contract is on the southerly 
side of section 10-46-28. east of Deer- 
wood a couple of miles. 
Drilling has 
been under way but a few weeks and 
some ore with a very strong formation 
is the result to date.
